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one would rather ſuppoſe they would rejoice at the opportunity of 
diſſeminating that ſpirit of liberty, which appears ſpreading in al- 
moſt every quarter ot the globe; but alas] the very men who are 
anxious to liberate the Negroes, are unwilling that Proteſtant 
Diſſenters ſhould be free; they wiſh to ſee them bound in chains 
ſtronger than iron or brats, The more the ſubject is inveſtigated, 
and the better the caſe of Diſſenters is known, the greater num- 
ber of advocates will they have; and the period cannot be far diſ- 
tant, when ſuperſtition and prejudice muſt ſubmit to the ſuperior 
force of reaſon and liberty“. If any hazard can attend the abo- 
lition of the ſacramental Jaws, it is on the Diſſenters themſelves, 
and not on the aii Church, that the danger will be brought. 
To her, the repeal is increaſe of attachment, acceſſion of good- 
will, and confirmation of ſecurity.—T'o them, it is weakneſs of u- 
nion, abatement of zeal, and diminution of ardour. As men who 
value their rights, as citizens indignant of oppreſſion, their bene- 
fit from the repeal will indeed be great; but as Diſſenters, as per- 
ſons who form a ſeparate claſs, and conſtitute a diſtinct intereſt in 
the community, the repeal is an irreparable loſs ; for the decline 
of their power will ſoon tollow the cloſe of the perſecution to which 
it owes compactneſs, energy, and ſtrength. How viſionary then, 
how perfectly ideal, are all apprehenſions of the effect of this mea- 
ſure on the intereſts of the e/ablifhed Church. It is neither for the 
advantage, nor the hangur of the Church, to contend for the conti- 
nuance of ſtatutes, the principies of which, however checked in 
their operation by the lenient temper of the times, are ſo adverſe 
to humanity, and therefore ſo hoſtile to religion. 

C. I honeſtly confeſs that the force of your arguments upon this 
ſubject, has operated ſo powerfully upon my mind, that I ſhould 
rejoice at the opportunity of being inſtrumental in the leaſt degree, 
of obtaining the repeal of ſtatutes, that are injurious to liberty, and 
a diſgrace ts the nation.
